Death Glass Taken Away? 

A broken tumbler, said by the police 
to have been standing on the kitchen 
stove when they were first summoned, 
has disappeared. This glass, in the be- 
lief of Dr. McNally, contained the death 
potion. .Jt vas desired to examine it 
for traces of the poison. 

Lacking the vessel which contained 
the nicotine, the police have their 
choice of two explanations, either the 
glass was carried away ;by some per- 
son at the time or lost as evidence 
through failure of the police to seize 
it. At any rate, the water tumbler, 
bits of which were on the floor, is not 
included in the evidence the police have 
collected. 
 Hitnt Traces of Poison. 

According to Dr. McNally, Purcell 
lived only 2 few minutes at most aiter 
the nicotine passed hig lips. If it was 
administered undiluted, he must have 
died instantly; if it was placed in water 
or coffee, there must still be a trace 
of the mixture, he declared. 

Strong traces of the poison on the 
towel which was knotted about Pur- 
cell's. head as a gag, and large spots 
on his shirt, indicate either that he 
was forced to drink the mixture or 
took it voluntarily and was extremely 
nervous, according to Capt. McCarthy. 
It is Mr. McNally’s first opinion that 
the poison was taken or given undi- 
luted. 

He believes it would have been pos 
sible for Purcell to place the nicotine 
on the towel, then place the towel in 
his mouth and absorb enough to kill 
himself. He also deciares it would have 
been possible for murderers to force 
the towel into their victim's mouth. 

“ Nicotine, taken in the quantity we 
found, weuld cause an immediate stop- 
page of respiration, in my opinion,” 
said Dr. McNally last night. “ Whether 
Purcell could have bound himself as 
he was found after taking the poison 
I am not qualified to say.” 

The police today will make a search 
of all firms dealing in commercial nico- 
tine—the quality found in Purcell’s 
stomach—to determine, if possible, how 
the death potion was procured.

LIGHTNING BOLT 
AS DEATH DEALER 


| Sinister and deadly in its slightest 
touch, nicotine, the poison that killed 
EB. H. Purcell, once pefare in the last 
year has held the attention and in- 
terest of medical aids in the office of 


‘Coroner Peter M. Hoffman. 


It appears in the county records as 
the cause of the instant death in a 
premature armistice celebration at a 
Morton Grove roadhouse of Edward 
L. ‘Nieman and Frederick Pein. A 
coroner’s jury found they “ died like 
a shot” at the first taste of liquid 


nicotine,. which they had mistaken for 


whisky. 

Throughout the double inquest, held 
in the little village hall of Morton 
Grove last November, the startling 
deadliness of the poison hung like a 
pall over witnesses. 

“On Nov. 8,” Dr. W. P. McNally, 
coroner’s chemist, testified at that in- 
quest, “I received the stomach and its 


|} contents from the body of Edward Nie- 


man; the flask from the Scharenberg 
home with its contents, and the two 
glasses used by the dead men, with 
remnants of their original contents. 

“ Examination showed‘ the presence 
of the alkaloid nicotine, and death was 
due to nicotine poisoning. 

“ Examination of the liquid in the 
bottle,” the statement adds, “ showed 
it to be the essence of nicotine, which 
is a very strong poison, of which a 
very small quantity causes instant 
death to animal or man. | 

“I took a single drop of the nico- 
tine in a teaspoonful of water and 
gave it to a full grown rabbit. The 
animal died in three minutes. This

PARIS, Sept. 30-—The Clemenceau 
government was sustained on a ques- | 
tion of confidence in the chamber of 
deputies today. 

The premier’s demand for postpone 
ment of discussion of the motion of 
Deputy Andre Lefevre instructing the 
government to seek the adding of a 
rider to the Versailles treaty for the 
further disarmament of Germany was 
agreed to by a vote of 262 to 188. 

Upon the resumption of the debate 
on the peace treaty today Deputy An- 
dre Lefevre demanded the immediate 
discussion of his motion. He proposed 
that the government should be invited 
to open new negotiations with the sign- 
ers of the Versailles treaty. 

Premier Clemenceau said that the 
manufacture by Germany of heavy ar- 
tillery had been suppressed. 

His concluding words caused a great 
impression upon the house: “If the 
chamber decides for immediate discus- ' 
sion I cannot continue to work for 
the application of the treaty.” 

Premier Clemenceau demanded the 
postponement of this discussion until 
after the treaty had been ratified. 

The remainder of the sitting was oc- 
cupied with a speech by Rene Renault, 
_president of the socialistic radicals, one 
‘of the largest groups in the chamber, 
supporting the ratification of the peace 

treaty and including a eulogy of the 
proposed league of nations. - 

“It is inconceivable,” M. Renault 
said, “that the United States, after be- 
ing the promoter of the society of na- 
tions, and after stretching out a fra- 
ternal hand to France, can shrink 
from ratifying the pact which Presi- 
dent Wilson, in his admirable cam- 
paign,: has explained to his country- 
men.”

Frying Lamb Chops. 


It is not easy to fry a rib or French 
lamb chep to perfection. The meat 
shrinks merely in the cutting, it 
would seem, and cerfainly in the cook- 
ing, while the bone does not. There- 
fore, it should be boned or broiled, or 
be both boned and broiled. It is half 
or wholly ruined if cooked with too 
hot a broiling fire, as surely as it is if 
fried over too hot a fire. When a broil- 
ing fire is hot enough to singe the 
surface of the fat on a chop, it is too 
hot both for the fat and ‘the lean. With 
a broiling or frying fat of the right 
temperature the juices of the fat lean 
are cooked into the fat to season it 
palatably, and the oil of the fat part 
cooks into the lean to season it. 

A shoulder or English chop may be 
fried to perfection if the fire under, 
the frying pan is moderated carefully. 


‘First, take a little piece of the fat rim, 


and try it out in a not too hot frying 
pan. You cannot try the fat out of 


anything if you first seal up the pores 


of its surface by applying too much 
heat. That is the chief reason why 
water is used in trying out fat. 

Aft ou have a tabl@spoon or more 
of fat In the pan, which is at a tem- 
perature not hot enough to burn the 
fat, put in the already seasoned chop 
and let it cook from six minutes up 
to a side, according to its thickness. 
If you get. the surface too crisp it will 
take longer for the chop to cook than 
when you have less or just fire enough. 
If you have too little fire it will be 
soggy. Avoid the’ extremes!

cooking which produces results like 
those that pleased Goldielocks in the 
little bear’s soup—“ just right.”

“Bach day we learn of new tales of 
famine horrors from the interior of 
Austria and Hungary,” said Neumann 
last night. “Children are being fed 
only on.a diet of bread made from po- 
tatoes and wood. The people attend 
moving picture shows so their hunger 
pangs may be forgotten.” 

While Neumann has already obtained 
much of the fund needed, he is plan- 
ning to raise the remainder among, 
those of Austrian birth. :

Through 
subscription the other amounts have 
been raised. 

Criticizes War Trade Board. 

In a series of protests Neumann and 
others of the committee have critized 
the war trade board’ for forbidding 
mail parcels to Austrian territory and 
permitting such parcels directed to 
Germany.

TO RETAIN DAYUGHT 
SAVING FOR CHICAGO 


Daylight saving for Chicago is not 
dead, in spite of the repeal of the day- 
light saving law by congress over 
Presicent Wilson’s veto. 

Mayor Thompson ordered 
the city law department té attempt to 
find a legal way to put the question of 
daylight saving in the city before the 
voters this fall. ~ 

The mayor's action followed an ap- 
peal for his aid made by Elmer T. 
Stevens, vice president of; the asso¢ia- 
tion of commerce, and by Jay C. Me- 
Cord of J. C. McCord & Co., real estate 
dealers. 

Mr. Stevens, who is chairman of the 
association of commerce daylight sav- 
ing committee, and Mr. McCord out- 
lined three methods to the mayor, 
namely: 

Adopt eastern time instead of cen- 
tral time in Chicago. 

Establish by ordinance a system of 
municipal time whichin effect would 
make the present time system effective 
the year around. |

American Brewing 
company at 3336 Cooper street, and 
Charles Hasterlik of the Best Brewing 
company of Chicago, 1317 Fletcher 
street, were held, he pointed out, for 
violation of the prohibition act passed 
in November after the armistice was’ 
signed, which forbids the use of grains 
or fruits in the manufacture of beer 
and the sale of a beverage of more than 
one-half of 1 per cent alcoholic content. 
Both men furnished bail in $10,400 Lib- 
erty bonds, which they had brought to 
court with them in pursuance of the 
“safety first” policy found to be most 
expedient in the Landis court. — | 
Landis Calls for Counsel.

for his clients the moment the order 
was passed, and for an pre- 
sented arguments against the involved 
revenue laws, contrary decisions of
